Coffee County Commission 
chairman Billy Eagerton responded 
to recent accusations made by En- 
terprise city officials this week by 
declaring "As far as the commis- 
sion is concerned, the offer made 
by the city of Enterprise concerning 
the construction of a county jail is 
not acceptable.” 

Eagerton noted that in recently 
published reports, city officials 
from Enterprise had accused the 
commission of not being willing to 
meet with the Enterprise officials 
and questioned why the commis- 
sion had not accepted the city's of- 
fer to construct the jail and pay the 
construction cost. 

"The Coffee County Commis- 
sion has not received: a new offer 
from the Enterprise City Council,” 
stated Eagerton, "We received an 
offer weeks ago and after careful 
review it was decided it was not in 
the best interest of the citizens of 
Coffee County to accept the offer. 
Any other offers that have been 
read about have not been made to 
the commission in writing.” 

"When the city officials say that 
the commission isn't willing to 
meet with them, that too is wrong,” 
added Eagerton. "I have met on nu- 
merous occasions with different

New Brockton council votes 3-2 not to 


rename center after former director 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, Aug.21, and 
voted 3-2 not to name the city's 
Senior Citizen's Center after retired 
director Annie Mac Waters. 

The council had discussed re- 
naming the center at its previous 
meeting and there was no opposi- 
tion voiced; however, the advisory 
council at the center reportedly vot- 
ed to install a plaque at the’center 
honoring Mrs, Waters, instead of 
renaming the center, and at Mon- 


day's meeting of the city council, 
the council narrowly voted to go 
along with the wishes of the adviso- 
ry council. 

Britt Lee made a motion to 
name the center after Mrs. Waters 
and it was seconded by Charles 
Cole. When the vote was taken, 
Lee and Cole voted in favor of the 
motion, while W.C. Goodson, 
Ralph Medley and Mayor Jim Dris- 
kell voted against the motion (Lay- 
man Tindel was absent).

Eagerton stated the commission 
rejected the original offer because 
it failed to (1) clarify the housing of 
prisoners; (2) discuss medical ex~ 
nenses incurred by prisoners; (3) 
discuss expenses needed to feed the 
prisoners, and (4) to exempt Enter 
prise from taxation for twenty years 
concerning future jail needs would 
be unconstituuional. 

"We don't even know how much 
it is going to cost to build a jail, 
said Eagerton, "so, we had no way 
of knowing how good the proposa! 
really was and knew that without 
adopting a sales tax we would have 
no way to finance our end of the 
construction.” 

"The subject of the commission 
passing a sales tax years ago keeps 
popping up," added the commission 
chairman. "The one-cent county- 
wide sales tax was requested by the 
schools in Coffee County and the 
commission adopted the tax to help 
our schools get out of a financial 
crisis. The tax was passed for our 
children and their future.” 

Eagerton presented figures that 
revealed that from the 75 percent of 
the tax that goes to the schools, ap- 
proximately 61.7 percent of the to- 
tal goes to the Enterprise City 
School System. 

"The county gets 25 percent of 
the sales tax for five years and then 
it goes down to 20 percent,” stated 
Eagerton. “Of the portion we get, 
we have earmarked 20 percent to- 
ward the construction of the new 
health department, which is being 
built in Enterprise, and another 10 
percent is earmarked for work at 


that the commission didn't put on 
the sales tax so it could get rich!" 

"As far as the latest offer goes, 
said Eagerton, "which I have only 
read about in the newspaper. It is 
not a good offer at all. Enterprise 
has reportedly offered to build a jail 
and charge the county $27.75 per 
prisoner, per day, to be housed in 
the jail. With 40 prisoners, which is 
the population now at the county 
jail, it would cost Coffee County 
over $400,000 per year to use the 
facility. We now operate the county 
jail for $183,000 per year, which is 
far below the price reportedly of- 
fered by Enterprise. If the popula- 
tion in the jail goes up, so will the 
cost. It could easily cost the county 
over $1/2 million a year to use the 
proposed jail.” 

"The Coffee County Commis- 
sion still feels that its offer to build 
a county jail in New Brockton 
would be the best possible solution 
for the people of the county,” stated 
Eagerton. "The commission's offer 
was to build a new jail in New 
Brockton big enough to house pris- 
oners from all the citics in the 
county and to charge the cities only 
the cost to feed and provide medi- 
cal treatment for their prisoners. 
The commission will implement a 
1/2 cent sales tax to finance the 
construction of the jail and will re- 
move the tax when the construction 
costs are paid off. We propose not 
to charge for housing the prisoners 
from the cities, because by taxing 
all the citizens of Coffee County 
with the additional sales tax, the 
citizens are paying for the jail any- 
way. 

"The commission would ask that 
Enterprise remove half of its re- 
cently imposed one-cent sales tax 
as part of the plan.” 

Eagerton announced that the 
county would begin collecting the 
1/2 cent sales tax on October 1.

I wish to direct this information to our greatest nat- 
ural resource, “Our Children and Youth of Coffee 
County." Our hope and prayer is that our young peo- 


@ ple will make it through the time of growing and 


forming values, without becoming involved with 
drugs and those who use and sell them. 


HOW DRUG USE DEVELOPS: 

The first temptations to use drugs may come in so- 
cial situations in the form of pressures, to “act grown 
up" and "have a good time," by smoking cigarettes or 
using alcohol or marijuana. 

Young people, who turn to more potent drugs, usu- 
ally do so after first using cigarettes and alcohol, and 
then marijuana. 

Drug use frequently progresses in stages - from oc- 
casional use, to regular use, to multiple drug use, and 
ultimately, to total dependency. With each successive 
stage, drug use intensifies, becomes more varied, and 
results in increasingly debilitating effects. 

But, this progression is not inevitable. Drug use 
can be stopped at any stage. However, the more in- 
volved young people are with drugs, the more difficult’ 
it is for them to stop. 


EFFECTS OF DRUG USE: 

The drugs young people are taking today are more 
potent, more dangerous, and more addictive than 
ever. 

- Adolescents are particularly vulnerable to the ef- 
fects of drugs. Drugs threaten normal development in 
a number of ways: 

A. Drugs can interfere with memory, sensation, and 
perception. They distort experiences and cause a loss 
of self-control that can lead users to harm themselves 
and others. 

B. Drugs interfere with the brain's ability to take 
in, sort, and synthesize information. As a result, sen- 
sory information runs together, providing new sensa- 
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tions, while blocking normal ability to understand fhe 
information received. 

C. Drugs can have an insidious effect on perception; 
for example, cocaine and amphetamines often give us- 
ers a false sense of functioning at their best while on 
the drug. 


DRUGS HAVE GOTTEN STRONGER: 

Drug suppliers have responded to the increasing 
demand for drugs, by developing new strains, produc- 
ing re-processed purified drugs, and using under- 
ground laboratories to create more powerful forms of 
illegal drugs. Consequently, users are exposed to 
heightened or unknown levels of risk. 

The marijuana produced today is from five to 20 
times stronger than that available as recently as 10 
years ago. 

Phencyclidine (PCP), first developed as an animal 
tranquilizer, has unpredictable and often violent ef- 
fects. 

Some of the new "designer" drugs, slight chemical 
variations of existing drugs, have been known to 
cause permanent brain damage with a single dose. 

Crack, now becoming widely available in our re- 
gion, is a purified and highly addictive form of co- 
caine. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT CRACK: 

*Once you start using crack, (sometimes called 
"rock"), you can't stop. 

*Crack is a purified form of cocaine that is smoked 


by inhaling the vapors that are given off as the drug

is heated. It got its name from the “cracking” sound 
that it makes when it is heated. ee 

*Crack is sold in small plastic vials and is in the 
form of small white, gray or beige chunks. Crack can 
be purchased in small amounts (enough for two uses) 
for an average of $5 to $10. 

*This smokable form of cocaine delivers 10 times 
the impact of "snorting" the powder. Casual use can 
cause death from heart or respiratory failure. Crack 
smokers also run an increased risk of addiction and 
paranoid psychosis. 

*The effects of crack are produced in four to six sec- 
onds, are intensely euphoric, and last between five 
and seven minutes. By contrast, when’ cocaine is 
snorted, the effects are produced in one to three min- 
utes. The intense, short high is followed by a period of 
deep depression, thereby encouraging continued use 
of the drug. 

*This drug initially gives users feelings of self confi- 
dence, power and exhilaration. This is normally fol- 
lowed by a "crash" of extreme depression. 

*With continuing use, tolerance develops and the 
drug caused depression, paranoia, irritability, and 
other problems. Some users are reported to become vi- 
olent or suicidal with regular use. 

*Crack users describe the various stages when they 
come down off the drug: 

1) Worry about where they can get more 

2) Deep depression 

3) Loss of energy and appetite 

4) Difficulty sleeping 

5) Changing love/hate feelings about themselves 

*Users often show signs of an abrupt breakdown in 
family communications or change in a person's behav- 
ior. A marked change in personality, a loss of interest 
in personal appearance; paranoid behavior or animos- 
ity toward family and friends. 

+Other symptoms include restlessness, anxiety, and 
inability to concentrate, marked agitation, weight 
loss, and altered sleeping patterns. 

*Crack's growing availability and convenience of 
use makes it one of the most marketable drugs sold | 
on the street today. Young users, in particular, are at- 
tracted to crack by its "harmless" appearance and, 
small size - making it easy to conceal. 


Young people, we urge you to learn about the ef- 
fects of drug use, the reasons why drugs are harmful, 
and ways to resist pressures to try drugs. 

Use an understanding of the danger posed by drugs 
to help other young people avoid them. 

Encourage other young people to resist drugs, per- 
suade those using drugs to seelt help, and report 
those selling drugs to parents and Law Enforcement.

Free & Reduced Lunches For '89-90 


The Elba City Schools and the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
have announced their policies for 
free and reduced-price meals for 
children served in schools under 
the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram and/or School Breakfast pro- 
gram. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following household 
size and income criteria for deter- 
mining eligibility: ; 

If total household income is 
within the limits listed above, chil- 
dren of that household may be eli- 
gible for either free or reduced- 
price meals. 

Parents may apply by complet- 
ing the application forms sent home 
with a letter, Additional copies are 
available at the principal's office in 
each school. The information pro- 
vided on the application is confi- 
dential and will be used only for 
the purpose of determining eligibil- 
ity. The information of the applica- 
tion may be verified at any time 
during the school year. Applica- 
tions may be submitted any time 
during the school year. 

In accordance with program reg- 
ulations school officials will be ver- 
ifying the income of some house- 
holds at some time during the 
school year. Selected households 
will be requested to provide income 
documentation ip order to continue 
receiving free and reduced-price 
meals. 

Social Security numbers must be 
provided for all household mem- 
bers 21 years of age and older. Ifa 
household member 21 years old or 
older does not have a Social Securi- 
ty number, it must be indicated 
than an application has been made. 
Aliens ineligible for Social Security 
numbers should indicated their stat- 
us on the application. 

In certain cases, foster children 
are also eligible for these benefits. 
If a family has such children living 
with them and wishes to apply for 
such meals for them, they should 
contact the school. 

In the operation of child feeding 
programs, no child will be discrimi- 
nated against because of race, sex, 
color, religion, national origin, age 
or mental or physical handicap. 

Under the provision of the free 
and reduced-price meal policy, the 
principal of each school will review 
the applications and determine cli- 
gibility.

A Healthier Laundry 

The way you do laundry can 
help keep your family healthier. 
When a member of your family has 
a cold or the flu, using the right 
temperature for the laundry water 
and adding a disinfectant helps pre- 
vent the spread of the infection to 
other family members. 

It takes from 3 to 5 minutes in 
boiling water to kill staphylococci 
germs or 20 minutes in water that is 
140 degrees F. Since hot water is 
cooler than 140 degrees in most 
homes and wash cycles are shorter 
than 20 minutes, you should add a 
disinfectant to the load. Liquid 
chlorine bleach is an effective dis- 
infectant in hot, warm and cold wa- 
ter. 

However, chlorine bleach can- 
not be used on fabrics made of 
wool, silk, spandex or on dyed fab- 
rics with special finishes. Pine oil is 
a sanitizer that disinfects in hot or 
warm water but not in cold. Just be- 
cause a product smells like pine, it 
may not be a disinfectant. Use a 
product that contains 70 percent 
steam-distilled pine oil. 

To keep infections from spread- 
ing, launder contaminated clothing 
and bedding in a separate load, use 
the hottest water possible, and add 
a disinfectant. Regularly sanitize 
the inner surface of your washing 
machine by running a 15-minute 
hot water cycle without clothing 
but with a disinfectant.

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Elba Tigers are set for another run at state 3A football championship 


Quantity may have to take a 
back. seat to quality this season with 
the Elba Tigers, who find them- 
selves with a bevy of talented of- 
fensive backs at a time when they 
lack overall depth at many posi- 
tions. 

Despite that potential shortcom- 
ing, Elba's offense could be explo- 
sive enough to carry it early in the 
season and give the defensive unit 
time to jell into the type of unit Ti- 
ger fans have come to expect. 

When one talks about football at 
Elba High, the first topic Wsually 
centers around what may be wie 
best group of running backs ever to 
pull on the Black & Gold at the 
same time! 

Leading the running back corp 
will be senior Reggie Horstead, a 
shifty halfback who a year ago led 
the Tigers in rushing with 655 
yards in only 8 games and also led 
the team in scoring with a total of 
10 touchdowns. Keith Henderson, 
also a senior, split playing ume 
with Horstead last season, but still 
managed to gain 501 yards and 
scored 6 touchdowns, while Tim 
Caldwell backed up the two regu- 
Yars and gained 175 yards on only 
23 carries and scored 3 touch- 
downs. 

Other halfbacks who saw action 
in '88 and will be back for another 
campaign include Greg Wright (54 
yards in 2 carries) and David Rowe 
(75-yards in 11 carries). 

With a stable of five running 
backs that combined for over 1,500 
yards last season heading up the of- 
fensive attack, it's not hard to see 
why the Tigers appear loaded in the 
backfield! 

The fullback position has always 
been important for the Tigers, both 
in running and blocking, and this 
year Elba seems to once again be in 
good hands. 

Heading up the fullback slot will 
be senior Anthony Brooks, a bruis- 
ing 185-pounder, who a year ago 
gained 456 yards in only 54 carries, 
an average of almost 9-yards per 
carry! Ronald McKinnon will back 
up Brooks at fullback, and dis- 
played power and speed last year in 
gaining 48 yards in 10 totes. 

The two returning fullbacks 
combined for over 500-yards last 
season, giving the Tigers a back- 
field that rushed for over 2,000 
yards in 1988!

of experience under his belt bright 
things are expected from the talent- 
ed signal-caller. 

As a junior, Matthews got olf to 
a slow start passing as he passed 
for only 85 yards in the opening 
three games, but came on strong 
late in the season and finished the 
year with 519 yards through the aire 
on 28 completions in 71 attempts 
and hit for 6 touctidowns. 

John Jacobs, a junior, will be 
back to provide more than capable 
back up for Matthews, and gives 
the Tigers what appears to be two 
solid quarterbacks.

Tight-end Joe Brooks, a big target 
at 6-3, 190, caught 10 passes for 
108 yards last season, while other 
returning receivers include Greg 
Wright (2 catches for 54 yards) and 
Keith Henderson (2 catches for 38 
yards), 

Any offensive back will quickly 
tell'ya that he his only as good as 
his line, and while the Tigers ap- 
pear to be solid, there will be a 
number of new faces dotting the 
starting line up.. 

Jim Goodson, a 190 pound, jun- 
ior, will handle the chores at center 
and has caught the eye of all the 
coaches with his improvement over 
the past two years. Senior Chris 
Thomas (202) saw considerable ac- 
tion at the center slot last season, 
but will move where needed the 
most this year. 

Manning the guard positions 
will be senior Jay Grider (190) and 
junior Kyle Dubose (188), both of 
whom saw limited action a year 
ago, while backing up the duo will 
be Juan Carpenter, Bennie Wilker- 
son and Gary Gilbert. 

The tackle slots appear some- 
what more solid, as several retumn- 
ing players are ready to step in, led 
by Wade Hart, a three-year starter, 
who is one of the team's strongest 
and biggest players at over 250 
pounds.

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25 CENTS 
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County Commission takes no action on 
request for 2,000 hours of overtime pay 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
August 28, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and upon the advice ol 
County Attorney Warren Rowe 
took no action on a request from 
three members of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department who 
are secking overtime pay for almost 
2,000 hours worked in recent ycars. 

In a letter from Elba attomey 
Jackson Stokes, the commission 
was notified that Tom Weeks, Jim 
Henderson and John Moore had se- 
cured legal aid in their attempt to 
receive payment for the overtime 
hours worked by the three while 
members of the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, 

Weeks stated he was owed for 
7-5 hours of overtime work, while 
Henderson sought pay for 605 
hours and Moore sought pay for 
615 hours. 

The total amount requested by 
the three, at time and one-half, to- 
tals between $15-20,000. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea 
gerton asked Rowe what the com- 
mission should do concerning the 
request and was told by the county 
attorney that "You are going to 
have to stand up and fight some- 
time.” ; 

Rowe suggested that the com 
mission take no action on the re- 
quest and see what steps might be 
taken by the three men. 

The vote to implement the coun- 
tywide one-half cent sales tax was 
anything but routine as the commis- 
sion split 4-3, but did agree to be- 
gin collecting the tax on October 1, 
1989, 

Comm. Sid Averett told the 
commission he would like to see 
‘the group “meet with Enterprise 
city officials prior to the implemen- 
tation of the tax to work outa better 
solution than putting a $2-3 million 
tax on the people of Coffee 
County." 

Comm. Bill Faulk echoed Ave- 
rett's sentiments and stated “I 
would like to see the commission 
hold off on the decision until we 
can meet with the legislative dele- 


gation representing Coffee 

County.”

Elba City Council joins insurance group 


The Elba City Council voted to 
spend $38,000 they admitted not 
having Monday evening; but other 
than that little action was taken. 

The money was to join a new in- 
surance organization being orga- 
nized by the Alabama League of 
Municipalities to write fire and lia 
bility insurance on all city-owned 
property, buildings and vehicles. 

The discussion by council mem- 
bers was over both the fact they 
would have to borrow the money 
from the bank and the unknown 
factor of how much, if any, savings 
would be realized by the insurance 
program. 

Council members were told last 
month that once they have paid 
their money to join the group, it 
could never be refunded. Therefore 
any "return" would have to be in 
the form of lower premiums. 

At present the City of Elba 
doesn't carry any general liability 
insurance, having canceled it sever- 
al years ago when the prices sky- 
rocketed. 

Councilman Bill Brunson urged 
waiting until it was clearer just how 
much could be saved by the action. 
He noted it would cost about 
$2,000 more to join after Septem- 
ber 5, and the interest saving for 
one year would more than offset 
the added expense. 

The motion by John Sharpless 
was approved 3-2 with council 
members Gladys Yelverton and Ed- 
die Vaughan voting yes while 
council members Bill Brunson and 
Randy Bedsole opposed the action. 

Mayor Fred Moore had asked 
earlier that the council delay action 
until he gathered additional infor- 
mation, but didn't vote on the mo- 
tion, His vote against the motion 
would have, in effect, killed it as 
there would have been a tie vote. 

In other action the council ap- 
proved an ordinance providing for 
non-discrimination in housing. 

Former Mayor Bob Folsom ad- 
dressed the council about the Pea 
River Dam, the proposed Ariton 


lake project and the half-cent sales 
tax planned by the county. 

Mayor Moore cased Folsom’s 
concerns some when he informed 
him that the City “has already gone 
to Birmingham and picked up one 
of the Pea River hydro dam genera- 
tors that was taken there by of 
the earlier lessors. 

Moore thanked him for his input 
and invited him to come back at fu- 
ture meetings.

14 expected to die during Labor Day holiday in Alabama 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 14 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Labor Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Thomas H. 
Wells, Public Safety director. 

The 78-hour holiday period be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Friday, Sept. 1, and 
ends at midnight Monday, Sept. 4. 

In 1988 14 people were killed in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
holiday period, 11 on rural road- 
ways and three in urban areas. 

"We anticipate Alabama's high- 
ways will be crowded during sum- 
mer's last holiday weekend," said 
Wells. "To help ensure a safe holi- 
day, drivers should remember to 
drive defensively and obey speed 
limit and all other traffic laws." 

Wells also urged motorists to 
use safety belts and child restraints 
and to refrain from drinking and 


driving. 

He noted that Alabama's child 
restraint law now requires that all 
children under the age of six be se- 
cured in a federally approved child 
restraint seat, with the provision 
that children ages four and five 
may use a regular safety belt. 

Troopers will be out in force 
during the Labor Day weekend; 
federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to patrol during 
the period, 

In addition, Alabama state troop- 
ers will support the Drive For Life 
program, sponsored by Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving and Volks- 
wagen, Inc., by turning their head- 
lights on during the day on Satur- 
day Sept. 2, to "shed light" on the 
drunken driving problem and com- 
memorate those killed in alcohol- 


related accidents. 

Public Safety is also participat- 
ing in Operation C.AR.E., Com- 
bined Accident Reduction Effort, a 
national program by state police 
agencies to reduce traffic accidents, 
deaths and injuries during holiday 


periods. 

Traffic enforcement will be con- 
centrated on designated C.A.R.E. 
highways - U.S. 231 and U.S.. 331 
south of Montgomery, and all inter- 
state highways.
